Tllii first agricultural shows in Auslralia were 
held at Parramatla, and they were con- 
tinued there for 40 years. Ill 1869 the first big 
Show In Sydney to held at Prince Alfred Park. 

'Phe Sydney Corporation charged a heavy 
rental for this site, so the Agricultural Sociely of 
New South Wales decided later, to move the Show 
to Moore Park, the present site 

There the society rented a 40-acre wilderness 
of rocks and swamp for £10 a year and, with 
stout heart; and empty coffers, set about turning 
it into a showground. 

The first Show at Moore Park was held in 
1882 and rail for seven days. 

Queen Victoria in 1891 gave her permission 
for the society to call itself the Royal Agricultural 
Society, and the first. "Royal" Easter Show was 
held in the same year. 

The Showground since has been added to, until 
today it covers Iv at res. with many miles of roads. 

The "Sydney Royal," as it is familiarly called, 
attracts usually more than a million visitors each 
year, and has lone; since taken its place, inter- 
nationally, in the first rank of agricultural and 
industrial shows. 

The total value of buildings and exhibits at 
the Showground last year was estimated at more 
than £ 1 2 million. This year, as preparations are 
completed for another record Show, the figure is 
greater still.

BRUSHMANSHIP 



Y*<. K common sense should tell you the 
benefits of daily hair- brushing. Brush- 
ing's die best urjlmml for dull, streaky 
hair, and lor excessively oily or even dry 
hair Thin hair will won look fluflier, 
thicker, and prettier. Coarse and wiry hair 
will be "tamed" and more manageable. 

If it's flyaway, wispy hair, brushing will 
give it better body, better rontnjl, and bring 
out highlight! you'd never suspect wire there. - 

Think of your brush as a polisher, a buffer, 
a stimulator, and a hairstyling instrument. 
Practise and develop a professional Irihniqur 
and an expert wrist motion. 

You simply can't lose with a brush — unless 
joa don't use it. 

Whin >-hnnsimj your brushes, ninsiitcr rlicie 
factors: 

h your hiit? it.iry, tt'iW, and coarse? You 
nerd a lough-brisllrd brush that icrips the hair 
and (five* yout scalp a thorough workout. 
Whalebone bristles are considered excellent 
lor this type of hair. 

Baby-fine, wilpy hot'' A grntler-bmllrd 
brush for ynu— bill wiili long and lhor^ natu- 
ral hristlcs to stroke as well as stimulate. 

Hair ikut lies flat and Imp mast of the 
lime' The nalural-bristle brush is probably 
kinder, helps lo improve Itair health and con- 
dition. 

Consider, too, the heft of a brush in your 
hand when you're, selecting one. Is It cwtl- 
fnrtnhle for you to grasp and hold and will 
it be strong enough, yet lightweight enough, 
for you to apply the necessary amount of 
brushing? 

Ideally, your minimum wardrobe of 
brushes should be three one lot prc-shampno 
brushing 'the grime-getter';, one for nightly 
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conditioning, and a little one for styling and 
■mirhing-up (litis one could also be carried 
in your handbag}. 

Once you've equipped yourself you should 
know how to use your brush or brushes. And 
very few people really know how to brush 
hair properly. Here's what the experts, both 
brushmnkcrs and hairdressers, say: 

Begin by brushing hair, tightly back from 
the face. Keep hair-roots upward to start 
[he flow ol circulation (good for the com- 
plexion, too; Brush at the base ol the neck, 
always up and away, never down. Throw 
head forward, betlduii; (rom the waist. 

Brush briskly frum the nape of the neck 
to the very ends of the hair. Give a slight 
twist of the wrist as you brush. T bis makes 
a brush stroke with a rolling, vibrating 
mntiois that clutches the hair and gently 
(Uts i he scalp to arouse and stimulate .it- il- 
lation. 

The upward, outward movement raises the 
hair, enabling bristles; to massage and cleanse 
the scalp, lie sure to complete every stroke 
to the very ends. 

How many tim«? 200? Tint's "hrush- 
manship" iE you're doing it right with the 
rifihl brush for your hair. lOfl? 'Inat's 
uraiulmnther's rule. The more the better, 
but we'd say you would have a pretty 
healthy scalp with a mere 50 good pro- 
fessional strokes. And that's because we're 
lealisiii are! knnvs evcryonr's a nil negleclful 
and laay. 

Bu! there's nothing to prevent your brush- 
ing while you're reading this, or watching 
television, or listening to some good records 
(music can help your stroke!).

DRY HAIR 



JjAIR that is loo dry, has split ends, and a brittle, Man 
like look is sometimes caused by using lite wrung sham pi. 
perhaps one thai is too strong if your hair ii the fine, flyau. 
sort. Or too much of a shampoo. You should measure thi 
amount. 

Warm olive oil or almond oil, applied with cotton-wool :• 
over the head and right down to the tips of rhr hair, wort- 
wonders as a pre-shanipoo treatment. 

Wrap your head in a warm towrl for 15 minutes aftr' 
applying (he oil, then shampoo and rinse. When the hair i 
wcB rinsed, apply a good conditioning cream according to th- 
rhreetions given. This is important because they vary. 

Baby-finr hair that is dry in texture can be much impmvr 
by good cutting and styling Don't ever fool yourself th.v 
setting it grow long increases its bulk; on the contrary, th- 
length may pull it down, giving it an even thinner look. 

Have it expertly layer-cut so that any tendency to wave r 
enrouraged- 

V.wn hair experts don't agree about brushing fine h.ii 
Some say a minimum of brushing, others say brush gently > 
spread natural oils and give the hair gloss, but cover th. 
bristles with a square of gauze. 

It looks as though you have to make your own choice. 

Control sprays and a good setting lotion help control fly 
away ends and add bodv. 






ROLLERS AND CLIPS 



TVfi jihtcjj «l yout hairdo depends on 
thr way you roll up your hair. Master 
the rolter technique, learn how to make a 
neat roller curt, and you're on your way 
la a soft, lull hairdo. 

Rollers come in rtlmoit as many varia- 
tions as hairdos themselves — in metal, 
nylon, plastic (pictured about), tome with 
brushes, flips, or snap-on ends, and in an 
array of sizes from jat jumbo ones to 
natron little ones. 

Wide, smooth styles call (or rollers in 
setting, hig rollers make big waves and 
curves; smaller ones are flood for side 
curls, ihort ends. The brush type are easy 
and quirk to handle. Some others are 
perhaps more comfortable overnight. 

When setting your hair icith rollers, first 
divide the hair into sections. Don't try 
to roll more hair on a rotter than it can 
comfortably hold. Use end papers it the 
hjstr ts uneurn (usually this isn't necessary 
with the brush rollers, which grip the ends 
more ircurel) , anil wind up lection by sec- 
tion — swr or unrfer— uiinj; a rat-tail comb 
lo tuek in ends. 



Use hair clips (which hunt rrph ri 
bobby-pms fur many hatr-seltirtg jobs bf 
cause the latter leai'e a little ridge in thr 
hair) to fasten rollers. Insert the ftit jl 
the BACK of the roller if you're roth"! 
backward!, in FRONT of the titti 
you're rnllinfi hair forwards. 

Points to remember about rollers' la 
roll hair an the forehead, pull hair strand 
out (as in picture above lift), then nfl 
it all the way to the scalp. To roll hair 
on the crown, pull hair strand up MS it 
centre picture above, then roll alt the nay 
lo the scalp. Pull back hair straight out, 
then roll under. 

A loose roller-set makes a soft havi^ 
that dries <,uirsiy. Rolling the hair mo" 
tightly :ril! give a tighter curl that's tloa'r- 
diymg and a bit longer-lasting. 

Short <lips similar to those in the W' 
lure above right tnukt sculpturn and pi*- 
curling easy. Most of ihrm are man. ';' 
metal. They slide easily, hold firmly i lU 
limply jlide the clip through thr cuil al 
centre or base; depending an which Ijfj 
ol curl you ore making.

EXCESSIVELY oily kail a cauicd by the natural oils over- 
fiutvmg and spreading aver the surface of the scalp 
untold of through the hair shaft- This causes your hair to 
become tank and stringy a day or so after you wash it — and 
yet the ends can be dry and brittle, 

To counteract oily hair, shampoo every seven days or 
id with an anlt-greast ihampoo, and in between wet shampoos 
use a dry egg shampoo to absorb the oil. Use the beaten 
whites of two eggs and apply la your scalp with a toothbrush. 

Allow it to dry, and tirmh it out v&i a tlif -bristled brush 
imcred with a squate of gauie 

If you are scared that liguraus brushing will make your 
hail more oily- — don't be; nmc times out of ten it will stimu- 
late circulation and hrl' the natural oils to make their way 
through the shaft of iht nair. 

However, just to be on the safe tide, use a setting lotion 
with drying properties, and lactiuer, also drying. 

And watch your diet! Drink 6 to 8 glasses of water each 
day- — cat fruit and vegetables, and cut down heavily on 
starches and fats. Hair and complexions react very mttfh 
the same way to over-rich foods. 

To keep yur brtuhes and combs ipeckttts — a "must" m 
nil hair care — add a spoonful of ammonia to the water in 
which you wa\h them and the dirt will literally fall out. 
Rinse well in coat water, and dry away from direct heat. 




DANDRUFF 



JT i> normal for every scalp to shed a bit, 
but when the scalp (files badly it's time 
to rake heed. Dandruff can happen to any 
air at times and nobody likes it. 
The cause of dandruff is not definitely 
vnmvn. It may be your body health, diet, 
ick of cleanliness, the wrung cleanser* — or 
neffective ones — and it can vary according 
u the individual- 

llotll dry and greasy hair can rome up 
with dandruff, and if it persists expert 
idvice ihould be sought. Dandruff a die 
laughing ofl of dead scalp rrlls, and any 
natmriii is useless that does not reach the 
t alp. That's where thr trouble Ls. 
The way to make jure that the scalp 
I'ceives the cleansers and medicaments it 
leeds is to part the hair all over so that the 
' alp can be teen and treated bit by bit. 
New anti-dandruff shampoos, rinses, and 
lions, which contain antiseptics and colloidal 
ilphur and are used just before or immc- 
liately after shampooing, arc useful in hrlp- 
ng this trying condition when used 
• slcmatically. Haphazard treatments given 
.1 home do little' good, are a waste of time. 

<>n the self-help side, stimulate the clrcu- 
'jtion and do everything yon can to loosen 
the scaly flakes that clog the hair follicles, 
'rushing and band massage will help. 

Or if you own one of those massage bair- 
trrushes, by all means use it — with a rotary 
■ ovrmrtif, working (rum the base of the 
neck to the crown, from the temples to the 
• rown, and from the forehead to the crown. 

This will help to whip up the circulation 
ml give your scalp a thorough massage. 

Keep brushes, combs, and anything that 
--omes in contact with the hair scrupulous 
with frequent washings and replacements. * 
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CROWNING COLOR 



J^VER since women began looking into mirrors. 

brunettes have yearned to be blondes and vice- 
versa. Today; surh wishful thinking is a waste nf 
time and opportunity, tf you don't happen in like 
yxjui natural rolunng, you can change il — for a few 
days 3, few weeks, i>r lor ever. 

Thr fmt stup towards a new color should be a 
visit to a good hairdresser. Only a prpfesMonJiJ can 
if 1 1 what effect a particular color will nave on 
YOUR hair. Kvrn if you choose a do-it- yourself 
product for thr job, the advice of an expert is 
invaluable 

There are three main ways of coloring hair. 

THE WATER RINSE: This is dissolved in water 
and poured through the hair several titties to give 
it color, which is temporary and washes out at the 
tiro *hampoo\ It "i a good way nf trying out a 
nat-too-drainatic change. 

Another useful preparation in the field of tem- 
porary roloraiion is spray-on hair coloring, which 
adds .a light mint of color, or creates pretty high- 
lights, or accents strands of hair by adding color 
and glint. 

Color apray fnr the hair is easy to put on and 
take off. It, loo, washes out at the first shampoo. 

SEMI-PFAMANENT COLORING: This enriches 
the natural color and gives the hair highlights and 
gloss. Semi -permanent coloring lasts through 
between six and eight shamjKHJs. Some of thr most 
effective brands in this color field are available in 
numerous shades for home use, and in many more 
shade* to professional hairdressers. 

PERMANENT COLORING: This is mainly used 
to bide grey hair and requires a skin tent. A little 
nJ the color u applied behind the ear or elbnw and 
left for +8 banns. If there is any skin irritation it 



means yon are allergic *o all permanent tints and 

dyes. 

Some of the prettiest effects are those for white 
or bleached hair. These, often with delicate pastel 
overtones, are true to the sample shades in a way 
not possible when dyes are applied to hair regaining 
jti natural color. 

If you are wandering if such s dramatic color 
change i-- safe and sure ti» come nut the sljiade you 
have chosen, and not like some of the brassy sights 
you have seen, the answer is — quite safe if you 
have die work done with a reputable product by a 
good hair colorist who follows the insertions. 

How far from your own color range can you 50 
with pretty results? The best hair colurist I know 
says "as far as "you like if your hair is in good 
condition and as long as the final effect is softness." 

Most expert* advise older women to avoid black 
and dark red dyes, because they are inclined to look 
harsh against any but a fresh young complexion. 

For ail home hair coloring, these words of advice: 
Read and fbihw thr diri^ctkras to the letter, don't 
niLs your own two or three colors unless you're an 
expert (your subsequent retou ching will he uneven, 
find, besides, the range nf colors available should give 
you all vnui heart desires}. 

And don't mix products. Find the one you like 
and stay with it for a while — at lease until you see 
a newer and prettier one. 

If you change the color of your hair you may 
need new shades of make-up You may find that 
your linsticks ran be brighter and more varied. If 
you have gone even part of the way towards red 
hair, change your eyebrow pencil to the auburny 
and olive- brown shades, 

You can't change the color of your eyes, but seen 
in this new, bright letting they will look exritingly 
different, too. 



BACK-COMBING 



rjtfHS is the trick (also known as "teasing") that puts 
ail the puff into your hairstyle and affords the. full 
otto ngt: merit that you want. It's quite easy to dp. 

Simply decide where yau want' your hair to have extra 
woof and height. Then take a strand of hair about 3 
inches, wide between your finger* and comb ike under- 
side downwardi towardi the scalp with short, brief 
strokes. 

Try to remember Jtoav your hairdresser does it, artfl' 
comb thr hair'Strand about three-parts down its length 
from the roots, not right to the hair-ends. 

Separate, and back-comb each strand in turn so that 
it curves into a lon\e twatch or clump. AH this needs 
a bit of frracitce. but u well worth mastering. 

Now arrange the clumps to f*ive undth where needed^ 
thrn over-brush all the top hair lightly until it 11 smooth. 
Leave thr hatr bnunry but firm, don't flatten it. 

Yi<t another stylist trick for extra width or fullness is 
hack-brushing, dime by parphtft a swatch of hair firmly 
at the end, balding it away f'om the h<ad. then brushing 
the underside gently towards the scalp. 

To untease ytntf locks, just reverie the whole pr oca dure 
and comb small sections of hair frn-m the ends up 
towards the scalp. This way hair untangles readily. 



THINNING HAIR 



'J'HIS often happens afrer an illness or operation anil 
■wnrtimci during and after pregnancy. Make sure your 
diet is right — healthy hair, lovely hair begins right at the 
follicles, which are nourished by the bloodstream. 

If there'& something faulty about the nourishment the 
follicles fret from the blood — something missing or u lark of 
balance in the diet — it's going to show in yuur hair. 

The vitamins that keep hair in good condition are, 
fortunately, all to be found in a balanced diet, so if your 
daily diet already includes the right foods from each ol the 
main food groups (milk, meat- — including fish, eggs, poultry 
— vegetable-fruit, and bread -cereal, as well as needed fats, 
oik, and sugars) it's all to the food. ' 

Thinning hair, coming out in handful*, should not be 
brushed. A nourishing hair preparation, may help Lhe con- 
dition considerably; so will regular but very gentle massagt- 

Bul, more than anything, thii is a problem for a hair 
expert. The same goes fnr hair falling out in patches. 

Not such a big problem, unless, of tonne, it continues, is 
hair that appears to be falling slightly more than usual. 
This often happens in warm weather and if- mostly a 
temporary condition. While it lasts you can shampoo with 
a medicated soap, massage the scalp well, and try the warm 
oil treatment described for dry hair. 
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Number 10 is a 
happy home . . .

"Beleura" has been added to at one end and the interior 
slightly altrred. hut m the main it has U'en rt-dernratcd 
and restored to preserve the original architecture. 
Central heating has been added. 

Mr John Tallin, thr presets owner, fell that in a housr 
of elaulral design some special treatment ssai necessary 
tn emphasise thr reilines. 

So the planer work was pietse*) out in gold and the 
ceilines painted in tlie style nf late Renaissanrc painters. 

'I'll.- wall, are white to further emphasise die cfilinss. 

Surrounded originally by some I0D acre, of farm grazing 
land, "Beleura" now has about 10 acres of garden.

J^RQM this weekend, 
gardeners and nature 
lovers all over Australia will 
look towards the hills where 
autumn color comes earliest. 

Car outings will take them 
inland, instead of r,o the 
beaches, to feel the bracing 
autumn air and smell the 
delicious smoke of burning 
leaves, but, best jof all, to 
watch the yearly transforma- 
tion u trees, giants of the 
garden, burst into color and 
bring the gardening year to a 
spectacular end. 

Berries are the first to turn 
red and gold. Then, as winter 
draws nearer, poplars and 
liquidambars become living 
torches. Bushes, insignificant 
for most of the year, now blaze 
with scarlet, trimson, and 
purpje. 

Frost Has nothing to do with 
autumn color. When decid- 
uous trees have completed 
their annual activity, the leaf 
-.terns harden, cutting off the 
flow of sap. Without a food 
supply, the leaf chlorophyll 
dies and a dazzling chemical 
change sets in. 

The drier the autumn the 
more brilliant are the colors.

Six uspectg 
of hitman love 



J'VE been rr-rrading some of Enid Bagnold's 
book*. I first read "National Velvet" as 
a child, ie;fijitig it for the story, I suppose, 
and missing the wisdom in it. 

I have just rr-rcad it, along with "Thr 
Happy Foreigner," "The Squire," and " Hie 
l.nvrd" and Envied." 

"The Happy Foreigner" I didn't like par- 
tirulaily. "T"he Squire" 1 love so much and 
have raid and lent so often thai my Penguin 
edition of it is now in pieces, and "The Loved 
And Envied" I still think the wisest and must 
compassionate novel of the 1950s. 

When people write aboul die "important" 
English women novelists, they tend to li-av<- 
F.nid Bagnold out, perhaps because she writes 
a novel no very rarely. Hers lias been a long 
writing life— thirty-six years of working from 
Ifl a.m. undl one every day, and the total 
production of those years has been only six 
novrli. But they are six separate novels, 
not rme novel written six times, or sixteen 
times, aa happens with so many successful 
writers. 

In each one oj the six ihe has dealt 
with tome aspect of human love, putting into 
tl so much that she has thought and fett 



and experienced and observed that there has 
never been any need for her to go barf* 
and have a seevnd stab at her topic, ur add 
postscripts. 

Alt "sisters 
under the skin" 

'"PHE SQUIRE" is a book that ought to be 
read by every tnolher and by every 
prospective inoiher. The Squire herself is 
in her .forties, mother of four, and expecting 
the birth of her fifth child during the absence 
of her husband in India. 

The book is no more than an account of the 
last weeks of her pregnancy, the birth of her 
baby, and the first weeks of its life. 

The Squire is rich (as Enid Bagnuld is) 
and she has a large house to cope widl, 
and a staff of servants. 

Some of my friends have criticised the book 
on these grounds, saying that a woman with 
a start of servants and nurses has a buhy 
under such different circumstances from i heirs 
or mine that you lose sympathy with her. 

This doesn't -seem good criticism to me. 

The. act of jtetitg birth is onn of the 
greatest levellers. Surely the Colon el's lady 
and Judy O'Grady are truly sisters in the 
labor ward? 

Enid Kagnuld's own children were bom. 
and this Ixaik written, hefore Crantlcy Dick 
Read popularised lite idea of "painless" child- 
birth. 

But Enid Bagnold's Squire had discovered 
wb.tl many women have discovered Tor them- 
selves (and perhaps more often in our grand- 
mother's day, when the practice of having ten 
or twelve children made them perfect). 

She tells ,her friend: 

"There comes a time, after the first pains 
have passed, when you swim down a silver 
river running like a torrent, with the convul- 
sive, corkscrew movements of a great fish, 
ihreshiog from its neck to its tail. 

"And if you can marry the movriuotts. 
go with them, turn like a screw in the river 
and swim on, then the pain . . . then I believe 
the pain . . . becomes a flame which doesn't 
hum you." 

Should children 
be "grateful"? 

gO often when my children irritate me I 
remcmher bits of the wisdom Enid ftag- 
nold has written about children in this book 
and in the earlier "National Velvet." 

All parents feel at times that their children 
are "ungrateful and that they take too 
much for granted," 

Tu her little daughter I .lu > the Squire says: 

"Don't get dial pain at your heart about 
what I du for you. 1, loo, used to have it 
about niv molhrr. And now that I'm yout 
mother 1 sec it wasn't needed. It had no 
need LO be there. 

"Can you understand when I tell you (Jul 
yon owe me nothing? That lo have a child 
is an account which is settled on the spot? 

"Love me. but don't be grateful. I'm paid 
by lulling you. And what I do for you I d-, 
for myself. 

"You are myself, Lucy, you children are 
my family, my future, my skin." 

Thr demand for gratitude seems the un- 
fairest of any that a parent can make. 

The angry child that facet ill parent and 
rai't, "Well, I didn't ash to be born, did tP 
u speaking no mine than the sober truth.

• Like most people who watch TV, 
I wonder about that TV phenom- 
enon Graham Kennedy. 



WHAT has this slight, 
fair young man with 
i he bulging pale blue eyes 
.jot that makes him Aus- 
tralia's biggest TV star? 
What makes him popular 
everywhere in Australia 
except Sydney? 

Whether Kennedy Is popu- 
lar in Sydney or not is the 
'niruinj! question in TV :•% the 
moment. Kennedy ays he hai 
l.iund he is now more popular 
than rie was in Sydney; Chan- 
nel 9 ays, bug-eyed and 
without qualification, that he 
U popular. 

Disregarding TV ratings, 
Irey cite as proof Kennedy's 
recent visit to Sydney, where 
fur the first time he telecast 
lus national show live. 

Two weeks before he bad 
.innounred casually at the rod 
.if nne of his Saturday national 
programmes (rum Melbourne 
I hai he would be making this 
show in Sydney live. 

The Monday following; thr 
.rtiuuuucenienr found Chan- 
nel 9 swamped with reqursts 
f'.i r srats in the studio. 

A 10 p.m. show on a week- 
night at a station in the geo- 
ir.iphir situation of Channel 
" in suburban Willougtaby is 
nut particularly popular with 
live audiences. Ticket requests 
ill big numbers are unusual. 
More unusual stil! about the 
Kennedy show was that te- 
|UMtl fm tirketi kept coming. 

Queued up 

A sveck before the show was 
due, executives derided tome, 
thing had to be done. The 
ivholr studio was reorganised, 
the seating was doubled, and 
tickets were issued. 

When 1 heard about this he- 
lore Ihe show [ fell il was just 
a big promotion and perhaps 
not quite what il seemed. 

But it was all true. I saw 
for myself. The night the show 
wjis telecast there was a big 
queue at 8.30 waiting 
anxiously to see the show. 
Many of the people had lir- 
krls, but many of them were 
happily waiting att hour ami 
a half in the hope of getting 
in at ihe last moment 

No one apprei iated it more 
than young Mr. Kennedy. 

"The roost thrilling thing 
about this trip is the applica- 
tions for tickets that have been 
nude," he laid- 

"And I ha\r ins own private 
survey method of finding out 



how popular I am here. Yes- 
terday 1 had a fairly free day 
and 1 spent more than an hour 
walking round the Cross and 
through lite streets n[ Sydney 
H ithoul sunglasses. 

L, A year ago it svould have 
been unusual for one head to 
have turned. 

"Yesterday I got a much 
bigger reaction. Sydney people 
aren't as demonstrative as 
Ihey ate in Melbourne, but 
heads were lurnmg, and a 
number n[ people asked ulr 
for autographs." 

Thai phrase "without sun- 
glasses" may surprise you, but 
; n Mellxiume Graham Ken- 
nedy wouldn't dare be seen 
out without them. He'd be 
mobbed. 

lie was wearing the very 
black sunglasses he favors 
when he stepped out of the 
lift at Svdney's Chevron Hil- 
tnn Hutei to sec ine at 10 a.m.

It was very early morning 
for Mr. Kennedy. Usually hi- 
dncsn't surface before 1 1 a.m., 
as he rarely gels to bed before 
2 a.m. Hi- must need that 
sleep. 

11.- does three "In Mel- 
bourne Tonight" shows a week 
and lops it nfl with a national 
show once a week. He helps 
plan them all, writes some uf 
the si ript, comperes the show, 
appears in comedy sketches, 
sometimes sings, and does the 
ad lib < nmnieiriats for which 
hr i- mo. h admired. 

People ask me whether I 
like him on TV. I clon'i Kite 
him consistently. Sometimes I 
think he's ihe end, other limes 
brilliantly clever. 

He tells mr ihat his great 
ambition in show business is 
to dn a hig musira! comedy 
and have the maul comedy 
part in it. 

1 think he'd be wonderful 
at this. It scents (o me it'i 
probably his real place in show

business, although how- anyone 
with his TV career can even 
be thought not to be in the 
right place seems ridiculous. 

Kennedy, at 27, has been in 
TV for four years and be- 
gins his fifth year on May 6. 
Most of this tune he has 
appeared five nights a week, 
and has never suffered from 
the over-exposure that has 
killed many bcjdding TV stars 
or sent them scurrying behind 
Ihe camera to produce. 

(Remember Keith Walshe 
and "Sydney Tonight"?) 

He is the only Australian 
entertainer who can call him- 
self a star. He gees star treat- 
ment, the old-fashioned Holly- 
wood kind, from both Ihe puh- 
lir and his employers at GTV 
in Mell>ourne. 

Since he began his TV 
career fouc years ago, his in- 
come has Ifebied. He says 
lhal with his new radio job 
his inrome is ttow^ in the 
i icinily of CfilW a week. 

He is the only TV star that 
1 know of in Australia who 
gets a percentage oF the lelul 
revenue from all his shows 
as well as a salary.. 

Radio, too 

The announcement thai he 
would shortlr do some radio 
work from broadcasting 
station 'IAK bad been made 
the day before I saw him. I 
asked him whether it had any 
significance — was he plan- 
ning loi the day when viewers 
were sick of him? 

Not at all. The significance 
uf the radio work wsis in 
GTVj opinion of him. 

■'CiTV bought 3AK," he 
said, "and asked me if I would 
like to do some radio work. 
They said if 1 would do about 
two hall-hours a week they 
would build a special siudio 
for me at mv home at Erank- 
ston, 26 miles from Mel- 
lxiume. 

"I arreptc-d gladly, I started 
in radio, and I tike it, and 
having my own studio means 
thai it is much easier" 

Not only has GTV pro- 
vided him with his own radio 
transmitting studio so thai he 
can work an hour or two of 
Ihe IBB in a week; for his 27th 
birthday, on February 15, 
they presented him wiih an 
anthracite - grey Mercedes 
Benr saloon car worth £3056. 

(To give the true picture, I 
must till you that GTV, un- 
known to Kennedy, took his 



Plymouth ear and used il ts 
a trade-in.) 

More evidence or his star 
stature comes from his fan 
cluh, which has an astronomi- 
cal number of members, and 
his weekly conferences about 
bis national show. 

This really has ihe Holly- 
wood touch. Telephones and 
interruptions were ronsiallt 
irritations when they were held 
at GTV, so now everyone 
migrates to Kennedy's Frank- 
slon home for ihe weekly con- 
ference. Tliis is really an in- 
credible concession in high- 
pressure TV circles. 

Good but . . . 

Kennedy's national diow 
from Sydney was one uf the 
best I've seen in Ihe serins, 
bul il wasn't anything out of 
the box. 

Thr best bits were those 
fabulous musical acrobats ihe 
Madcaps, the sketches and 
commercials by Mr. Kennedy, 
,»tul thai effervescent rliar.e -' 
ter Jonathan Daly — very fav- 
orably known to televieweis as 
part of the DcId and Daly 
team from America. 

I could have done without a 
lot of the rest of the show. 
Tradilionally, singers and 
dancers have to be part of 
variety, but need they be such 
a big part? 

Singers were Elaine 
McKenna, Evie Hayes, and 
Ted Hamilton. They all dn 
well, c s p e r i a 1 1 v Mi r ' 
■McKenna. who I think t 
headed for the hig-lime, hut 
why do singers always sing two 
songs? Why not stop at one? 

1 spent a long time with 
Kennedy. 1 watched him on 
the ait. and previously 
watched him rehearse his show 
for hours until he leached the 
fidgety, nervous stage jusl be- 
fore he went on camera, llr 
works like a slave to make it 
a success, and so docs even- 
one else in the show. 

A local astrologer recently 
foretold that he'll retain his 
popularity. ""Kennedy will he 
jusl as popular at 40 as he is 
now," he said. 

I asked Graham had he seeti 

it 

"I don't know whether I be- 
lieve in fi>rtune-tellint» 01 
astrology," he said, "but it 
would be very nice to he as 
popular in 13 years as I am 
today."
